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Bilingual Elongateds Made in Maryland 

by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

There are lots of ways to be involved in numismatics. Tens of millions 
accumulate coins, but a collector needs numismatic knowledge and an 
investor also needs economic knowledge. A dealer invests significant 
money and time. However, there is a much smaller community of 
designers and issuers, though with today's minting technology, it's not all 
that difficult to become one of them. 

I joined that elite group over a decade ago with two elongateds. Willy 
Massey is one of the local "penny smashers" and we collaborated on a 
Hanukka coin back in 1994. I had purchased a half kilogram of tiny 
1980 one new agora coins on my first trip to Israel in 1984, and decided 
to use these for the elongated. Because they are small (only 15mm), we 
decided to use a simple design: a khanukiya (candelabra, often called 
menora in the States but that term is used for any lamp in Israel) with 9 
candles and the bilingual inscription HAPPY HANUKKA 1994 ronn 
n"]Wirn rrnw. Willy blackened the reverse so the palm tree is visible on 
most specimens. This same palm tree was used on the brass 10 agorot 
coins from 1960-78, and copper-nickel 100 prutot coins from 1949-57. 



The example above shows part of another strike on the right; most don't 
show that. Willy's initials WM show up very faintly at the far left. 
Willy made fewer than ten test strikes on copper-plated zinc cents (he 
later gave me three, plus an aluminum piece inside a glass bottle). The 
dies were made the inexpensive way, using an acid etching machine that 
took the design from a drawing on paper. Better elongateds (generally 
those made before 1970) are engraved by hand and have depth. I think 
Willy managed to recover his cost on the coins, but he didn't ask me for a 
new design using a different year. I sold a few at my synagogue. 
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Around that time I expanded my collection of feline numismatics into a 
sub-specialty of portraits of figures riding felines. Ancient Roman and 
Medieval Turkish coins portraying Dionysus riding a leopard and Kybele 
riding a lion are readily available. Indian medals show Durga riding a 
lion or tiger. I wanted an item with a Jewish provenance.

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I found a drawing in the Encyclopedia Judaica that met my needs. A 
makhzor (High Holiday prayer book) pictured Babylonian King 
Nebuchadnezzar nude and riding a lion. This was the king who had 
destroyed the First Temple in Jerusalem in 586 BCE. The Book of 
Daniel (4:30) tells of how God punished Nebuchadnezzar for his hubris 
with insanity. The King wandered around his empire nude for several 
years, eating grass like an ox. In the Talmud (Shabbat 150a), the rabbis 
expounded on this story by claiming the King rode a pet lion using a 
snake as a bridle. 



I made a sketch from the drawing and added the inscription NEBU / 
CHAD / NEZZ / AR on the left side and 1^3 \ 73 \ qd on the right. I 
added the lion's tail and King's hand on the left. The border is a snake 
with the head meeting the tail at the far left. Just under the lion's back 
left paw are Willy's initials WCM, and under the lion's front left paw are 
my initials in Hebrew I decided to only use quarters so the design 

could be made large enough for some detail. I bought a roll of U.S. 
1963D uncirculated silver quarters and a number of circulated silver 
Washington quarters and Canadian 25 cent pieces for the purpose. 
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I delivered the coins to Willy and paid $125 for the die in May, 1998. 
Since silver coins then sold for between triple and quadruple face, I 
initially priced the elongateds at $5 each or 3 for $10. I sold only a small 
number on my own and through eBay (I gave several away to friends as 
well). Ray Dillard agreed to sell them at the TEC table at ANA shows. 
We sold four the first year (1998 Portland), but none sold in 2001 in 
Atlanta. When I asked him to try again in 2002, he was reluctant, but I 
explained there were a lot more Jews in New York City than in Atlanta. 
Ray sold 13 in 2002, and another 3 in 2003 Baltimore (which also has a 
sizable Jewish population). When silver shot up in price, I sold all my 
remainders to Virginia dealer George Watson. I prepared small cards to 
explain the design, using the following text: 

This elongated shows King Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon (605-562 BCE) naked, 
riding his pet lion, and using a snake as reins. It is based on an illustration in 
the Leipzig Makhzor, which was produced c. 1320 CE. According to legend, 
the King went insane as Divine punishment for his overbearing pride. His 
advisors stripped him and sent him away with his pet lion and snake. He spent 
seven years in exile. The Talmud describes this in Shabbat folio 150a, based 
on Jeremiah 27:6 "Now I gave all these lands into the hand of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, King of Babylon, my servant, and also the beasts of the field gave I to 
him to serve him." Only 100 elongateds were made, all on U.S. or Canada 
silver 25 cents. 

In actuality, 103 were made in silver but one (the only Mexico 2 reales) 
broke. Four were retained by the designers and engraver, so 98 were 
available to the public. Willy later gave me trial strikes on a U.S. cent, 
nickel, and three on clad quarters. He used a special technique that 
keeps the original design visible on the reverse side, usually showing the 
date of the host coin. The coin on this journal's cover is on a 1963D 
silver quarter. The illustrations on the previous page are of the cent and 
nickel. You can see how much of the design is off the edge of the cent, 
and how part of the snake border is missing from the nickel. 

While numismatic organizations have a long history of issuing medals, 
only occasionally have individual collectors indulged in the "supply 
side" of numismatics. Elongated coins are one of the more inexpensive 
ways to do this.

In Memorium - Walter Kitner, long-time board 
member of MSNA, passed away on March 9 at age 79. 
He served as exhibits chairman for the annual MSNA 
show since 1988. Memorial contributions in his name 
can be made to the American Legion, Post 130, 8666 
Silver Lake Drive, Perry Hall, MD 21128. 

Robert Ruby was feted at the Baltimore Coin Club's annual dinner on 
March 19 at Pappas Restaurant. He has retired as MSNA editor and also 
from a number of officer posts at local coin clubs. Plaques and tributes 
were awarded from ANA President Stuppler and Past President Horton. 
ANA Vice President Finner provided door prizes. Robert will now 
devote much of his time to the Westminster Volunteer Fire Department. 

Roger Burdette, local author and photographer, spoke on his new book, 
Bowers Series: A Guide Book of Peace Dollars at the Montgomery 
County Coin Club in January and the Washington Numismatic Society in 
March. The research for this book originated with his three-book series 
Renaissance of American Coinage , which won multiple Numismatic 
Literary Guild’s Book of the Year awards. Roger is also the newest 
member of the Citizens Coinage Advisory Committee. 

Jay Johnson, Director of the United States Mint under President 
Clinton, spoke at Bowie Coin Club's annual banquet in May. 

Julian Leidman, local yet nationally-known coin dealer, spoke on the 
current coin market in March to the Montgomery County Coin Club and 
May to the Washington Numismatic Society. 

Ken Swab spoke in February at the Montgomery County Coin Club on 
currency associated with Lajos Kossuth, the 19th century Hungarian who 
led his country’s unsuccessful revolt from the Austrian Empire in 1848- 
49. He illustrated his talk with donation receipts from the U.S. and U.K. 
issued after the revolt had failed. Another member brought actual notes 
signed by Kossuth as Finance Minister and President during the revolt. 

E. Ward Russell passed away at age 93. He was one of the founders of 
the Middle Atlantic Numismatic Association, and was president of the 
Washington Numismatic Society in 1952, when WNS celebrated their 
twenty-fifth anniversary by, in part, issuing medals portraying George 
Washington on their obverse. 
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Former Annapolis resident John Kraljevich's column in the April, 2009 
issue of The Numismatist features early American bank note printers, 
including the team of Jonas and Anne Catherine Green who printed notes 
for both the Colony and State of Maryland. 

The Winter 2008 issue of The Civil War Token Journal has an article 
by Jane Sears on a token from Baltimore oyster and fruit packers Ahern 
& Broadbent. 

Simcha Kuritzky was the only MSNA member to exhibit at the ANA 
National Money Show in Portland, Oregon (although Past President and 
candidate for ANA Governor Tom Palmer judged exhibits). Simcha put 
in five exhibits and won a third, second, and first prize. His exhibit A 
Feline Species Numismatic Type Set (which won second in the Themed 
category) tied for People's Choice Award. Look for this exhibit at the 
June Whitman show, as well as the ANA show in LA in August. 

The Citizens Coinage Advisory Committee met on April 28 at 801 H 
Street, NW DC to vote on designs for the reverses of the 2010 and future 
Lincoln cent and the 2010 Native American dollar. They recommended 
replacing Brenner's Lincoln bust and reluctantly chose a shield reverse as 
most emblematic of Lincoln's reunification of the states. However, the 
vote was nearly unanimous for the one dollar design that did not portray 
the Peace Tree. It shows an Iroquois fasces: bundle of five arrows 
representing the original five tribes in the confederacy wrapped by a 
wampum belt which was the legal seal of its time. This design was also 
endorsed by the CFA and several Native American groups.

Part Two: Planets and the Zodiac 

by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

Ancient astrology is based primarily on the seven moving stars (what we 
today call planets and luminaries). The Assyrians and later the Greeks 
and Romans assigned different gods to the planets. The slowest (which 
we now know is the furthest) planet is Saturn, associated with the god of 
time. Next is Jupiter, king of the gods; followed by Mars, god of war; 
Sol (Sun), source of heat and light; Venus, goddess of fertility and love; 
Mercury, god of commerce and communication; and Luna (Moon), 
goddess of dreams and night. The 12 zodiac signs were assigned to the 7 
planets to help define the powers associated with the sign. To match 7 
objects with 12, one sign each was assigned to the luminaries and two 
signs each for the rest of the planets. These were referred to as the day 
and night houses (the Moon only had a night house and the Sun a day 
house). This is shown in the diagram below, where the 12 signs form a 
band in sequence. The dark sections are the night houses and the light 
sections day houses. The planet signs in the center are the ancient 
planets, with the luminaries outside on the left. The planet signs around 
the outside were added in the 1930s.

The new year was in January. Saturn, being the first planet (by the 
Greek reckoning) was assigned to the December and January signs, 
Capricorn and Aquarius. Jupiter got the signs before and after, and this 
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process continued until the moon and Cancer, and the sun and Leo. 
Most of the associations are not particularly meaningful, but this scheme 
does place the Mars sign Aries at the end of March, and lions have long 
been associated with the sun (as shown on the earliest coins of Lydia). 
In the last century, the new planets were substituted, but more recent 
medals went back to the original assignments. The following tables 
show the signs and their associated sigils. Traditionally, the signs period 
starts between the 19 th and 24 th of the previous month.

Ancient Greek and Roman coins frequently portrayed these gods and 
stars. One of the few unambiguous zodiac portrayals are the bronze 
drachms of Alexandria, Egypt. These large copper coins were issued in 
year 144/5 CE in the reign of Antoninus Pius. Three of them are shown 
below. The first has the bust of Venus over the bull of Taurus, the 
second has Sol over the leaping lion sign Leo, and the third has Jupiter 
and Sagittarius the centaur archer. All twelve signs were issued. These 
are frequently found in well worn condition, implying they were kept as 
pocket pieces. They sell today in the $250-750 range.

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Other cultures have also used the zodiac and planet signs together. The 
Turkmen issued a number of coins in the first centuries of the last mil¬ 
lennium. One of the best known is a dirham from Qunyat circa 1240 CE 
showing Leo and the sun,. This later became the symbol of Iran, as 
shown on this silver 5000 dinars of 1304 SH (1926 CE). These coins are 
readily available in the $20-50 range, and are not shown to scale. 



The Swedes issued a series of copper dalers portraying the planets in 
1718. When Charles XII ascended the throne in 1697, Sweden con¬ 
trolled most of modem Finland, Estonia, Latvia, and pieces of northern 
Germany. Russia, Poland, and Denmark started the Great Northern War 
to take some of these territories back from Sweden. Although initially 
the Swedes did well, by 1709 they were losing. In 1715, the treasury 
was empty and Finance Minister Gorlitz tried to finance the war with 
copper daler emergency money (he was later executed for issuing token 
coinage). Half of the dalers portrayed planets (but for some strange 
reason, only the male planetary gods). Shown here are Jupiter, Phoebus 
(Sol or Sun), and Mercury. These are also scarce, but when found can be 
as cheap as $10 in worn condition, around $75 in VF-XF. 



While many countries have issued non-circulating legal tender zodiac 
coins, the Marshall Islands first commissioned a series of planetary 
commemoratives. In 1994, a set of a dozen brass $10 and one ounce 
silver $50 crowns were issued, each portraying a planet against a starry 
background and an image of the associated god (KM155-178). These 
included the modem planets Uranus, Neptune and Pluto (before Pluto 
was downgraded because astronomers have found larger objects in the 
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distant Kuyper Belt), as well as Mother Earth, and one just showing the 
entire solar system. These have a low mintage and are tough to find, but 
when available they sell for a little over melt. Shown below are the $50 
coins for Mercury, Mars, Saturn and Uranus. 



Gibraltar issued a set of a dozen copper-nickel and silver crowns and 
gold fifth-crowns in 2001 honoring the mythology of the solar system, 
including all of the ancient and modern planets. Some of the gold coins 
feature silver centers, attached pearls or holograms (KM925-950). 
Pictured below are the Moon, Pluto, Mars and the solar system hatching 
out of the cosmic egg. These pictures are from the Krause Standard 
Catalog of World Coins, 21 st Century.
